‘tube-like attachment, into which the

| seed, and then the harrow was at- 
tached to the back of the plow. 

The Babylonians sowed and tilled 
according to Abraham’s commands, 
and with his invention they feared 
neither the ravens nor any other 
birds that devoured their grain.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manituva, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiaion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Ageney), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Preemption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. utics—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. [jive stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

- Duty of Patrolling the 
Atlantic 


Conference of Officers Held 
at Washington 


' WASHINGTON, 
Admiral Browning of 


the French navy conferred with Sec- 
retary Daniels and Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, on co-operation 
‘between the allied fleets for the con- 
duct of the war. Both foreign com- 
manders came to the United States 
on their flagships. 

j The first step by the United States 
navy in taking up its part of the 
war operations will he to take over 
the Atlantic and Carribean path 
patrols hitherto maintained by Brit- 
‘ish and French ships. No announce- 
‘ment. of the results of the conference 
was made. 

- Eventually American ships pro- 
bably will relieve those of the allies 
in all north and south Atlantic 
waters on this side of the ocean. 

Protection will he furnished under 
that plan for the Canadian coast, 
and also for British oil tankers ply- 
ing to Mexican ports and the South 
American coast. 

There are indications, however, 
‘that the T’nited States docs not 
contemplate any hard and 
agreement as to the measures of 
co-operation.

Preparation of Solutions. 

| A formaldehyde solution of ap- 
proximately the correct strength 
may be made by adding 3 teaspoon- 
fuls of the concentrated formalde- 
hyde solution, conrmercially known 
as formalin, to a pint of water. 
Similarly, the proper concentration 
of sodium salicylate may be obtain- 
ed by dissolving 3 teaspoonfuls of 
the pure ehemical (a powder to a 
pint of water. 


Containers for Solutions 

A container that has been found 
convenient for automatically keeping 
the solution always available for 
flies to drink, as follows: An ordin- 
ary, thin-walled drinking glass is 
filed or partially filled with the 
solution. A saucer, or small plate, 
in which is placed a piece of WHITH 
| plotting Paper cut the size of the 
dish, is put bottom. up over the 
glass. The whole is then quickly in- 
verted, a match placed under the 
edge of the glass, and the container 
is ready for use.

In the 
dining room spray it lavishly even 
on the table linen. The odor is very 
disagreeable to flies but refreshing to 
most people. e 

Geranium,  mignonette, helio- 
trope and white clover are offensive 
to flies. They especially dislike the 
odor of honeysuckle -and hop blos- 
soms. 

According to a Franch scientist 
flies have intense hatred for the col- 
or blue. Rooms decorated in blue 
vill help to keep out the flies, 

Mix together one teaspoonful of 
cream, one of ground black pepper 
and one of brown sugar. This mix- 
ture is poisonous to flies. Put in a 
saucer, darken the room except one 
window and in that set. the saucer. 

To clear the house of flies, burn 
pyrethrum: powder. This stupefies 
the flies, but they must be SWEPT 
UP and BURNED.

LONDON, April 14.—‘‘The .British 
offensive has developed into a great 
push in the most literal sense of the 
word,” telegraphs Reuter’s corres- 


pondent at the British headquarters} 


in France. ‘‘The success of the oper- 
ations which began on Monday has 
been greater than perhaps we rea- 
lize, and the Germans are being 
pushed back from Loos to the south- 
wards, 

“It takes an army a long time 
to get-away, however skilfully the 
retirement may have been planned, 
and with vigorous offensive clinging 
to its skirts in its effort to avoid 
defeat it may be overwhelmed. 

“German garrisons sneaked out of 
some Villages during the night, but 
this slipping away cannot be carried 
far, and. when they are forced back 
on the line to which they may have 
hastily withdrawn, and_ without 
those guns and stores which they 
were unable to ‘get away, a decisive 
thing may happen.”

FRENCH DOMINATED. - 
HUNS BEFORE VERDUN 


Even Officers Gave Up When Hard- 
won Vaux Fell to the 
French 


The recapture of Vaux is narrated 
as follows: The troops setected by 
General Nivelle for the attack be- 
longed to three divisions and included 
some of the best French infantry, 
Zouaves, Turcos, and‘colonials. They 
included contingents from almost 
every part of France. On the morn- 
ing the weather, which up till then, 
‘had been fine and clear, changed, and 
a, thick mist enveloped both banks of 
‘the Meuse, covering alike the valleys 
and the hilltops. But everything on 
the French side was ready, and the 
soldiers were so impatient to get at 
the’ enemy that General Nivelle de- 
cided to go ahead without modification 
of his plans. 

Rush and Prisoners 


An officer wounded near the village 
‘of Vaux thus describes his experi. 
fences: 

“Our column got away exactly at 
11.45, five minutes after the first lot. 
It was drizzly and misty, and we could 
not see 800 yards before us. Our 
offensive was so prompt and so un- 
‘expected that we passed the first 
three enemy lines for a distance of 
800 yards without encountering any 
serious resistance. The Germans, 
panic-stricken, fled before us, throw- 
ing away their arms and equipment 
or giving themselves up in groups and 
‘imploring us to spare their lives. 

Hun Officers Broken 


“For the first time since the begin- 
ning of the campaign I saw a captain 
and two lieutenants throw down their 
arms and put up their hands. More 
‘than 200 soldiers imitated their of- 
ficers’ example. Never have Germans 
4n any previous action surrendered in 
such numbers. On our right a Pom- 
‘eranian battalion and its entire staff 
were made prisoners, evidently owing 
to. the suddenness with which we at- 
tacked. When the Germans pulled 
themselves together it was too late. 

“Bncouraged by their initial suc- 
cesses, our men were advancing with 
a dash that was irresistible. Near 
Vaux Pond a furious combat took 
place between one of our companies 
and an enemy detachment of 600 men 
hurriedly assembled. A quarter of an 
hour later the fighting was over, the 
Boches being completely defeated. 
More than 200 were killed; while the 
remainder fled in every direction. We 
stopped by order at the entrance to 
Vaux.” 


GIRLS’ RUSHED MEALS 


Only 26 Minutes For Lunch In Eng- 
lish Reorulting - Offices 


“The inadequate mid-day meal in- 
tervals allowed to women clerks in 
Government Departments is having 
very serious results on many of the 
girls,” said Miss Isabet Basnett, sec- 
retary of the Association of Women 
Clerks and Secretaries. An army in- 
struction had been . issued to sub- 
recruiting offices in the London area 
that only twenty-five minutes was to 
be allowed for the mid-day meal. If 
more is taken an hour’s overtime pay 
each day {is deducted. : 

“At the headquarters of the London 
District, at the Horse Guards, no mid- 
day interval is allowed at- all. The 
girls work from 9 o'clock to 7.30, at 
the rate of $6.75 a week with 60 cents 
war bonus, for 42 hours, the remain- 
ing hours being compulsory over- 
time. A girl may work from 9 to 
4 without an interval or from 9 to 6 
with an hour off, and after 4 or 5 
p.m., as the case may be, she begins 
her overtime. Many girls come to 
town by workmen's trains in order to 
save a few pennies, and they never 
leave their offices during the day, 
bringing food which they eat at their 


desks.”

England’s “purpose to aid France 
in case Germany attacked France,” 
was summed up in a speech by Sir 
Edward Grey in the House of Com- 
mons, Aug. 3, 1914, in which he said: 
“If a foreign fleet engaged in war 
against France should come down 
and battle against those defenseless 
coasts, we could not stand aside.” 
The French Ambassador was also 
thus notified, Sir Edward Grey hay- 
ing telegraphed to Sir F. Bertie, Aug. 
2: “After the Cabinet meeting this 
morning ‘I gave M. Cambon the fol- 
lowing memorandum: ‘I am author- 
{zed to give an assurance that, if the 
German fleet comes into the Channel 
or through the North Sea to under- 
take hostile operations against French 
coasts or shipping, the British fleet 
will give all the protection in its 
power. This assurance is, of course, 
subject to the pdlicy of his Majesty’s 
Government receiving the support of 
Parliament, and must not be taken as 
viene his Majesty’s Government to 
take any action until the above con- 

genoy of action by the German 
eet takes place,’”

IS EARLESS PETER 
Hindenburg Offered $50,000 Reward 


For Brilliant Russlan—German 
Hosts In Terror 


It is. not the Grand Duke Nicholas, 
nor General Brussiloff, who is the 

immost foe of Hindenburg. It is a 
men who has slipped like a wraith in 
g@mong the German lines and done 
more {damage than any of these gen- 
eralg. ‘His name is Earless Peter, the 
guerilla king, and the Kaiser has of- 
fered a reward of $50,000 for his cap- 
ture, dead of alive. Peter is said to 
be supernatural. He is able to be 
everywhere at once. No sooner had 
the German army discovered his de- 
predations in one quarter, and thrown 
@ cordon around a district, than he 
reappeared in another locality and 
makes things as uncomfortable as ever 
for the Teuton forces. All along the 
1,000-mile front between the Baltio and 
Bukowina he ranges, busy with raids, 
cutting wires, tearing up roads and 
railways, spying—and always escaping 
in the nick of time. Altogether there 
are 60,000 guerrillas organized in 
about 300 brave bands with grim and 
relentleas leaders. Bravest is the 
band of Earless Peter, and grimmest, 
most relentless cf leaders, is Peter 
himeelf. 


“No Quarter” 


Harless Peter is in Russian Pietr 
Begukhi. Both of Peter’s ears exist 
and are painfully sound. Peter, in 
fact, can hear, smell, see, and feel 
with the abnormal intensity of a 
Pawnee. He is “earless” merely be- 
cause he is deaf to appeals for mercy. 
Barless Petes’s two brothora were kil- 
led at the battle of Krasnik, the first 
stiff fight between Russians and Aus- 
trians; and to-day Peter gives no quar- 
ter and asks for none. He slaughters 
no prisoners, but he refuses to take 
them. If an enemy wants to surren- 
der, Peter gives him a. fair fight, 
which often ends in the enemy going 
under, for Peter tolerates in his band 
only picked fighters. Peter is careful 


accoutrements. Having private funds, 
he outshines in these details the hard- 
ap rival guerrilla chiefs. He punishes 
ruthlessly any of his men who shirk 
or offend. In general, he shows him- 
self as earless to Russian weaknesses 
as he does to the cries for quarter of 
German and Austrian foes. 


A Merchant’s Revenge 


Peter obtained money from his rich 
father, a manufacturer of Smolensk. 
The father was in despair at the Toss 
of two of his three sons who were 
killed in battle, and he gave their 
intended fortunes to Peter on condi- 
tion the money should be spent in 
fighting ‘Russia’s invaders. Peter was 
much attached to his brothers. He 
went to Smolensk, prayed on his knees 
with his father, and vowed that he 
would slay 2,000 Germans and Aus- 
trians for each brother killed. This 
was a big order for a band numbering 
eighty. Peter began in winter near 
Dvinsk. His eighty men were in white 
uniforms or covered with sewn sheets; 
their boots were covered with white 
fur, and their rifles painted white, so 
that nothing but dark eye-slits showed. 

Before the year was out Earless 
Peter and his gallant band had ac- 
counted for near upon 4,000 German 
troops. This extraordinary young man, 
who was less than two years previous- 
ly a merchant leading a quiet life in 
& provincial town, has acquired all the 
habits and weaknesses typical of the 
Slav outlaw. Ne is religious, a drunk- 
ard, charitable, flerce, grim, frivolous, 
and pleasure-loving. He has done no 
military service, and as he could not 
get taken as a volunteer, he started a 
Guerrilla corps of his own.

LONDON’S AMBULANCES 


Volunteer Society Which Does Much 
For Wounded Soldiers 

Among the myriads of ways in 
whic ngland’s people try to repay 
a little of the gratitude owing to the 
soldiers, and not the least trifling, 1s 
that chosen by the workers who have 
charged themselves with the duty of 
meeting the trains of wounded at 
London's main stations to convey the 
broken soldier in comfort and security 
to hospital. They call themselves the 
London Ambulance Column, and they 
owe their existence to the fact that 
when the war broke out few means for 
taking soldiers to hospitals were 
available. 

When tbe first train of wounded 
and sick from the front arrived in 
London, the whole of the transport 
facilities at the command of the 
Column were two motor ambulances 
and ao couple of private motor cars 
loaned by their owners. The wound- 
ed, other than those exceedingly bad 
cases, which the motors dealt with, 
were taken in store carts to various 
hospitals. So the organizers of the 
Column borrowed vehicles, and were 
proneured with others, until they had 
10 private cars at their disposal, and 
which 


= 


fifty ambulances, 
presented to them. 

Many cars are driven and kept in 
repair by the owners themselves, and 
they also undertake to supply all the 
netrol necessary for their running; 
other owners have loaned their cars 
end their chauffeurs to the Column, 
while still other cars are loaned with- 
out drivers—in which case they are 
staffed by the Column. 

The drivers are all men ineligible 
for service. It would be impossible 
to employ women drivers, for the 
conditions of the work are arduous, 
and the hours frequently extensive. 
Sometimes it is necessary to take 
cases right out of London altogether, 
in the small hours of the morning, 
and the vitality of women would fail. 
The organizers of the Column, Mr. 
and Mrs. Dent, placed the whole of 
their private house at its disposal. 
Furniture has been warehoused to 
provide offices and store rooms for 
pillows and blankets; their garage 
has been turned into a repair shop, 
for the care of injured vehicles,

What sort of men are the generals ! 
of France {s a question of importance. | 
Here is a picture of one: ‘The Gen-! 
eral invites you to dinner,” said the 
staff officer who had accompanied us 
from Paris on our way to Verdun. We 
had stopped for the night at C., a 
small dark town on the Marne, 
where General Gouraud, who com- 
manded the army of the Champagne, 
had his headquarters. During the 
Gallipoli campaign he was at the 
head of the French forces until an 
exploding shell carried away his right 
arm. Before that he had commanded 
in the Argonne during the guerilla 
warfare that went on in that wooded 
region the first winter of the war. He: 
was then nick-named “The Lion of , 
the Argonne.” He is a soldier by: 
profession and one of the best ad-, 
ministrative minds in the French’ 
army. , 

No Display or Luxury 

While the regular headquarters: 
were being repaired, General Gour- 
aud Hved in a private house, very 
much as General Joffre had Nved in a 
private house at the General Head- 
quarters. We were admitted without 
ceremony by a soldier-butler. After 
8 o’clock, when the General returned 
from his offices elsewhere in town 
he came directly into the parlor, and 
was introduced to each one of his 
guests, all foreign newspaper corres- 
pondents, with the exception of one, 
who was a Spanish Deputy. 

General Gouraud gives the impres- 
sion of being still a young man. He 
is not so tall, as one would expect 
from his pictures, being only. of the 
average height of a Frenchman, but 
he stands very erect. He wears a 
full beard, but it is not so thick as 
photographs make it seem. It is 
long and_= scrawny. The skin is 
wrinkled and the complexion sallow, 
an effect of life in the tropics. What 
{8 most striking is the oxtremely pale 
blue eyes, being almost skim-milk 
colored. The expression in them, 
however, is one of force and resolu- 
tion. . 

Dignity and Power 


General Gouraud possesses a natur- 
al dignity that is independent of uni- 
forms and decorations. In general, 
his appearance is very striking. It 
fs evident he has suffered a great | 
deal, but has overcome it by will 
power. He impresses one as a double 
six-cylinder energy put into a two-; 
cylinder body, which, however, has 
to serve or “bust.” His empty right 
sleeve, his Iimping: walk, aided by a 
stout cane, and his sallow, wrinkly 
face, heighten this impression. 


SLEEP AS THEY MARCH 


Retreating From Mons, Soldfers Had 
Extraordinary Experiences 


An article “Sleep for the Sleepless” 
the author quotes an eminent surgeon, 
who made a study pf sleep in the 
French army as follows: “In the re- 
treat from Mons to the Marne we have 
an extraordinary human experiment, 
in which several hundred thousand 
men secured little sleep during nine. 
days, and in addition made forced | 
marches and fought one of the greatest ' 
battles in history. 

“How, then, did these men survive 
nine days apparently without oppor- 
tunity for sleep? They did an extra- 
ordinary thing—they slept while they 
marched! Sheer fatigue slowed down 
their pace to a rate that would permit 
them to sleep while walking. When 
they halted they fell asleep. The 
slept in water and on rough ground, 
when suffering the pangs of hunger 
and thirst, and even when severely 
wounded. They cared not for capture, 
not even for death, if only they could 
sleep. 

“The unvaried testimony of the sol- 
diers was that every one at times 
slept on the march. They passed 
through villages asleep. When sleep 
deepened and they began to reel they 
were wakeped by comrades. They 
slept in water, on stones, in brush or 
in the middle of the road as ‘if the 
had suddenly fallen in death. Wi 
the ever oncoming lines of the enemy 
no man was sate who dropped out of 
the ranks, for no matter on what pre- 
text hefell out sleep, conquered him. 
Asleep many were captured. That the 
artillerymen slept on horseback was 
evidenced by the fact that every man 
lost his cap.” = ! 


THE NATIONAL ANTHEM | 


Song of Many Parties Bocame Em- 
plre’a Hymn—Interesting History 
Ven. Archdeacon Cody of Toronto 
ave an address on “The History and 
resent Significance of our National 

Anthem.” Strangely enough, he said 

the origin of both words and music 

{s hidden in obscurity. In 1545 the 

watchword given in instructions to 

the British fleet was, “God save the 

King,” and the response was, “And 

long may he reign"’—possibly a be- 

ginning of some formal expression of 
national patriotism. 

The development of the national 
hymn was traced ir detail by the 
speaker, who pointed out that the 
composition as now sung is the re- 
sult of many changes. Its history 
wonderfully represents the spirit of 
caution and compromise that marks 
the English_race. Instead of striking 
out on some new line they take some- 
thing that lay ready to their hand 
and adopt it, and adapt It to the 
changing circumstances. Now It is 
sung in the interests of King James 
as against the gunpowder plotters, 
now it is sung in the Interests of 
James the Second against King Wil- 
liam the Third; then it is sung as 
the battle-song of the Hanoveriang 
against Jacobite plotters and pretend 
ers; and at last, forgetting all the 
detail of its history, it is the voice 
of the deepest patriotic sentiment of 
the whole race. : | 

The first verse arose in days when 
the doctrine of the divine right of 
kings was strongly held, and the 
prayer for the King is couched in the 
6Btrongest and most fervid form; but’ 
today we interpret this in a more 
constitutional and democratic sense, 
and we regard the King as the em- 
bodiment of the unity and the genius 
of our whole Empire. The third verse 
had its origin in the days of the con- 
stitutional and limited monarchy of 
the Hanoverians, and it does not pray 
for the King tm the same resolute 
way, as the first but we pray that 
God will endow him with choice gifts 
that he may exercise aright his great 
gifts; then there is the truly constl- 
tutional phrase, “May he defend our 
laws,” etc. So the Anthem represents 
caution and compromise, variety in 
unity, the Hnking together of things, 
which, when pushed to logical con- 
cee might seem scarcely pos- 
sible,

Millions of Bushels of 
Wheat in Alberta 


C. Rice Jones, president of the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Elevator com- 
pany, estimates that in the elevat- 
ors in Alberta there are 8,000,000 
bushels of wheat and about 5,000,000 
bushels of oats. Of this about 22 
per cent. is in the co-operative ele- 
vators. ‘ 

There is no means of estimating 
how much is in the farmers’ grana- 
ries. In some there is a great deal! 
in others very little. However, it 
would be safe to say that there aro 
10,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
6,000,000 bushels of oats still in the 
elevators and bins. It is hard to 
say just how much of this belongs 
to the farmers, but it is safe to say 
that there is no likelihood of the need 
of building poor houses in the coun- 
try districts for vears to come.

Suppose we did make a peace, the 
war would be on again just as soon 
as the Germans could get ready if 
we stupidly gave them now a truce, 
and thus we would throw a terrible 
burden and a responsibility upon our 
children. Therefore we must take 
exactly the same course as those 
other great countries did when they 
found that they had to fight the thing 
out to the end. While we should not 
be influenced by feelings of ven- 
geance, we ought to punish Germany 
and her allies in such a way as to 
secure peace for hundreds of years 
{f possible. He believed this could 
only be done by the utter destruction 
of the German power, and the enemy 
ought to be punished for the horrible 
crimes they have committed, such as 
were unthought of in, ancient times 
or in any of the cases mentioned. 


Restore German States 


Maximilian, Emperor of Mexico, 
never committed any crimes, but he 
was condemned and shot; why should 
the Emperor William get more ten- 
der treatment than other scoundrels 
that have lived? He is a criminal at 
heart, and ought to be punished as 
such. The way to save us from 
future trouble is to destroy and break 
up the whole German Empire; the 
Hohenzollerns ought to be taken and 
kept as prisoners; the different na- 
tions that make up the German na- 
tlion—the Kingdoms of Bavaria, Baden, 
Saxony, etc., should all be asked to 
become again separate kingdoms, and 
not allowed to send representatives to 
Berlin to the Reichstag to be over- 
shadowed and dom‘nated by the Huns 
of Prussia and forced into wars with 
other countries. No doubt these king- 
doms would be_ pleased to obtain 
their freedom from the Huns.

SHOULD LEARN FRENCH 


Spirit and Achievements of Ally 
Lauded by Professor 

Prof. John Squair, formerly teacher 
of French in Toronto University, be- 
fore a Toronto audience, made an ad- 
mirable and comprehensive address 
on “Why Frenchmen Love France.” 
In graphic language he reviewed the 
history of France, telling of the high 
jaeele of that people, their struggles 
or excellence in art, in science, and 
in language. England, he said, had 
been profoundly influenced by the 
French for three hundred years to 
the fourteenth century, and since 
then by the alliance made in 1914, 
Germany had slavishly copied .French 
art and architecture; even down _to 
the yellow whitewash used.in the 
royal buildings of the French Court 
at Versellles. The palace at Potsdam, 
and the residences of the petty Ger- 
man princes, showed plainly their 
imitation of the Verseilles architec- 
ture. That great German brigand, 
Frederick the Great, had used French 
nearly always in speaking, and had 
left qufte a library of books he had 
written in that language. Germany 
had made many efforts to destroy 
every trace of French influence, but 
it was too strongly impressed. Paris, 
the beautiful, was: described in glow- 
ing terms by the speaker, and his 
comments and generalizations as to 
the spirit, the soul of France, were 
heartily endorsed by the French Con- 
sul in Toronto, Count Sabliere, who 
pronounced Prof. Squair ao master of 
the French language, literature and 
history, and perfect as a connoisseur 
of French art, paintings and archi- 
tecture. He added that the address 
was & masterpiece of French psycho- 
logy, French sentiments, the French 
spirit. 

Prof. Squair urged that the flexible 
and expressive French language be 
taken up as a serious study in Ontario 
schools. Hitherto it had been treated 
as though fit only for ladies. He said 
that men could surely not wish any 
more virile vehicle of thought than 
that used by the heroes of the Marne 
and Verdun, who had held back the 
Huns and saved civilization. French 
had always been, and still is, the lan- 
guage of diplomacy and the highest 
type of literature. 


CANADA'S FIRST Y.C. 


End of Fisher, the Machine Gunner 
of St. Jullien 

Lance-Corporal Fred Fisher, V.C., 
the first Canadian to win this decora- 
tion during the great. war, resided in 
Toronto and was Killed at St. Julien. 
He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Fisher, Westmount. Corporal Fisher 
was a second-year student at, McGill 
University when he enlisted with the 
18th Battalion. The decoration was 
sent to Mr. and Mrs. Fisher with 
& ‘personal letter from his Majesty 
the King. The account of the deed 
which obtained for Corporal Fisher 
the Victoria Cross appeared in the 
Official Gazette as follows: 

“On April 23, 1915, in the neighbor- 
hood of St. Julien he went forward 
with a machine gun, of which he was 
in charge, under heavy fire, and most 
gallantly assisted in covering the re- 
treat of a battery, losing four men 
of his gun team. Later, after obtain- 
ing four more men, he went forward 
again to the firing line, and was him- 
felf killed while bringing his ma- 
chine gun into action under very 
heavy fire in order to cover the ad- 
vance of supports.” 

According to further details given 
by his officer, Capt. James Ross, who 
buried the hero after the battle, Corp. 
Fisher kept constantly in the front 
line, working his gun against the 
enemy, and doing his utmdst to stem 
the onrushing tide_of Germans. As 
his Mneg were forced farther and 
farther back he returned again and 
again to a new place at the post of 
danger, and carried on until he was 
killed. 


FOR WORKERS’ WELFARE 


Suffering and Poverty of Women 
Munition Producers “Prevented 


There are many ways in which wel- 
fare supervision in a munitions plant 
where women work is invaluable. In 
oe that we may keep in touch 
with our own staff without appearing 
to interfere with their private lives, 
we have under the welfare supervisor 
a social secretary, writes an English- 
woman. She studies the lists of wo- 
men and girls absentees, and finds out 
if certificates of illness have been 
sent. If the women are living in 
lodgings they are visited, and in this 
way many cases of serious illness 
have been discovered, and possibly 
long and painful periods of suffering 
prevented. 

Thig social secretary keeps in touch 
with the house doctor and dentist, and 
where necessary advises the manage- 
eee when a grant for some special 
surgical instrument or an unusually 
large dental bill beyond the means of 
the individual is necessary. This 
work coincides with that of a fac- 
tory welfare supervisor.

NEIGHBORLINESS IS 
~~ SPIRIT OF EMPIRE 


Soldiers at' Front Are Forming Opin- 
fon For Canada ty Letters. Home, 
Says Pcter McArthur 

Toronto’s Imperialists had a novel 
experience when an address on their 
favorite theme was given them by 
Mr. Peter McArthur, the farmer-poet 
Q@ litterateur who in his_newspaper 
sketches and books sings the praises 
of country life, and sounds the slogan, 
“Back to the Land.” He claimed 
some authority to deal with topics of 
Empire, for, .as he humorously said, 
he had had a unique experience in the 
study of Empiro problems, having been 
“dead broke” in all the great centres 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization. This had 
given him the unusual opportunity of 
studying Imperial problems from the 
bottom up, instead of the usual way, 
from the top down, with a return 
ticket in one’s pocket. 

The public opinion by which the 
problem of democracy in the Empire 
will be solved is now being formed, 
he said, not so much by press or 
platform or pulpit as by the letters 
from the boys at the firing-line or on 
their way there. Hundreds of thous- 
ands of these letters are penerating 
to ‘every community of the country, 
giving first-hand impressions of Can- 
adian boys on coming in contact- with 
the old-world civilization; and some- 
thing is happening that {is entirely 
in accord with the genius of the Can- 
adian people. 

Leaderless, But Genulne 


We are having a great force de- 
veloped which is entirely leaderless; 
nobody could have planned it; no one 
foresaw it; but we are having at 
the present moment a democratic con- 
ference regarding the affairs of the 
Empire. Our boys are meeting their 
fellows in the old-world, and the im- 
pressions they receive they transmit 
to us, with the result that public opin- 
fon is forming rapidly and becoming 
very cohérent. While we are all in- 
terested in the periodic Imperial 
Conference, and look for the accom- 
plishment of great things from it, it 
is well to remember that the public 
opinion by which the men of that Con- 
ference must stand or fall is now 
being formed by the democratic cor 
ference of the boys at the front. ~ 


Humble Builders 


He told how Neil McAlpine had 
saved the Talbot settlement in Wes- 
tern Ontario by refusing to sell his 
precious store of wheat, the whole 
8,000 bushels of which were given to 
the settlers in time of stress on the 
basis of bushel for bushel, to be re- 
turned from next harvest. McAlpine, 
as described by an Irish Catholic who 
profited by his loyalty ‘and goodness, 
was “a Presbyterian on Sundays, but 
a good neighbor all the rest of the 
time.” McAlpine, said the speaker, 
was a true Empire-huilder, helping 
his neighbors in time of need; and 
this will be the spirit. of Empire 
after the war. The speaker thought 
the inner history of Canada had never 
been written, for thousands of men 
like McAlpine were never mentioned 
in histories. 


FORESTRY THAT PAID 


Reforested Scotch Areas of Great Uso 
in This War 

A Canadian, a member of the 244th 
Forestry Battalion, wrote from Scot- 
land: One of the first things which 
strikes the “Colonial” upon entering 
the wooded areas here is the absence 
of windfalls and underbrush, the 
ground being clean like a park. This 
condition is largely due to the fact 
that areas are reforested ones, and 
the stands for the most part are as 
yet far from mature, and are in a very 
healthy condition. The stands are 
composed nearly'altogether of lodge- 
pole pine and‘larch. One can see 
some white birch and ‘a little white 
fir in certain localities. 

On one of the operations where 
cutting is being carried on the stands 
are of two ages, that is, sixty-flVe and 
one“hundred and fjfty years. At sixty- 
five years of age the pine may give 
ten thousand B.M. per acre, consider- 
ing the closeness of utilization, while 
the hundred and fifty year old stand 
should yield about twenty thousand 
B.M. One hundred and ten trees to 
the acre seems to be about the aver- 
age. 

The larch appears to be reproduc- 
ing very well from its own seed, but 
of course there is no reproduction 
from the pine. The British Govern- 
ment advances money to landlords for 
reforesting purposes at a rate of 
2% per cent. Approximate cost of 
peforesting an acre in Scotland is 
$125, and from observations on an 
operation it can be seen that at sixty- 
five years of age an acre will give an 
approximate return of $250. Taxes on 
wooded areas must be considered in 
any such computations.

Size of Armies in 1066 


Asking how many men there were 
in William the Conqueror.and Harold's 
army during the Battle of Hasting, 
1066, a corresponcent learned that 
according to Creasy’s account of the 
Battle of Hastings, William of Nor- 
mandy set out with 50,000 knights and 
10,000 soldiers of inferior degree. 
Harold’s army is described as being 
“far inferior in number.” Harold had 
just fought a costly battle with Harold 
Hardrada in\the north of England; 
defeating the Norsemen who came in 
several hundred ships. Harold had to 
make a forced march south with a 
“small army” and practically no 
cavalry to meet the Norman Knight. 
Bulwer Lytton’s “Harold” (a splendid 
story) says that the Norman army 
consisted of three divisions and the 
English army of two divisions.
